the international labor conference now meeting in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

On the basis of favorable views submitted by the 
various governments with maritime interests the interna- 
tional labor office announcad that it would submit to the 
conference a draft of a convention, frequently called an 
international treaty, stipulating rules as to hours which 
seamen shall work and the number of watches in man- 
ning. These rules, of course, apply exclusively to ships 


engaged in foreign trade and leave eac h government abso- | 


lutely free to regulate its own coastal and local trade. 
Coastal trade in most countries, as in the United States, 
is a monopoly of national ships. ; 
The rules in the proposed convention include an eight- 
hour day with six hours extra per week for deck subor- 
dinate personnel on ships over 2,500 tons, and a 50-hour 
week for deck staff employed as day workers; an eight- 
hour day in the engine room and stokehold in ships over 
700 tons: an eight-hour day in port for deck, engineroom 


and stokehold personnel; 12 hours’ rest in every 24 hours | 
in the stewards’ department, and a 10-hour day for the |

stewards’ department on cargo ships over 2,500 tons. 


Turning to the question of manning the I. L. O. con- | 
vention draft provides that ships over 2,500 tons shall 


have three mates, ships over 700 tons two mates, and suf- 
ficient engineer officers to maintain three watches on ships 
over 700 tons. The draft also stipulates a minimum man- 
ning scale in deck hands for ships over 700 tons classified 
according to three tonnage groups — 700 to 2,500 tons, 
2,501 to 6,000 tons, and over 6,000 tons. 

Another important feature of the proposal relative to 
manning is a requirement as to the number of skilled deck 


hands to be included in the minimum completement of | 


able-bodied seamen. The draft sets forth that they must 
be at least 19 years old and must either have had three

Adjustment of Disputes 

The employer will collect union 
dues on the written request of the 
employe. The employer will place 
a bulletin board on each property 
where it can he seen by workers 
entering the plant, 
can be used by the association.

| disputes are too long to quote. 
They cover almost every conceiv- 
able difficulty that could arise; and 
are eminently fair if fairly used.

The United States government 
has submitted a proposal advocat- 
ing the adoption of the three-watch 
system and eight-hour day without 
overtime to the special 
session of the international labor 
conference at Geneva, Switzerland, | 
convened to consider hours of work 
and manning of ships engaged in 
international trade. 

“In most ships engaged in dis- 
tant trades, the three-watch sys- 
tem and eight-hour day are more 
or less the general rule in the 
engine room and stokehold,” ac- 
cording to a statement on the pro- 
posal by the international labor 
office, but “ the dec rsonnel 
still working the « two-watch 
system, which calls for 
day or longer.”

A general wage increase of 3c 


an hour throughout the Bendix 
plant in South Bend, Ind., affecting 
some 2,000 workers went into 
effect during the past month. The 
increases came as the result of 
threatened strike action by the un- 
ion last June.

ness boom during the summer. 
The figures were presented to the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor, in session at 
Washington, D. C.,_ by Villiam 


Green, president of the federation. 


“This year business started up- 
ward in April,” the report said. 
“During the upivend which has 
continued with only minor inter- 
ruptions, 2,216,000 unemployed 
found work in industry between 
January and August, 1936, or near- 
ly twice as m: ny asin 1935.” 

“By comparing the summer dull 
season, from June to August, in the

“Trade union employment rec-
